Under questioning by. attor- 
ney Tosaku Baba, who repre. 
sents the Swedish Government, 
Mrs. Yamaguchi said that she 


was approached last month by 
Carl-George Crafoord, first sec- 
retary of the Swedish Legation 
in Tokyo and asked whether 
she and her husband would be 
willing to go to Sweden with 
Marianne. 

“Yes, we are wil to go for 
the sake of the child,” she had 
replied, “But under no circum- 
stances would we part with 
Marianne.” 

The custody case has dragged 
through the courts for nearly 19 
months. It* began after the 
Swedish courts ruled that Mart- 
anne is a Swedish citizen and 
should be returned to Sweden 
and raised by a foster family 
there. 

The Yokohama District Court 
ruled that she must be returned

The Macmillan Government 
has stated repeatedly that it has 
no intention to reduce the value 
of the pound and will take ac- 
tion to fig'it Britain’s growing 
inflation, threatening to price 
this exporting nation out of

The pound was last devalued 
by a Laborite Government in 
1949, being cut then from four 
dollars to 2.80. 

Since the bank raté—the in- 
terest rate at which the Bank 
of England lends money—was 
raised, the pound has strength- 
ened on international markets, 


A Treasury. spokesman. said: 
“The unusually heavy fall in 
reserves this month is due chief- 
ly to the heavy speculation 
against the pound up to the time 
the Government announced the 
increase in the bank credit rate 
on Sept. 19.”

“But it is the policy of the 
West which is destroying ties 
with the Arabs.

As the Negroes left a Na- 
tional Guard station Wednesday 
morning, shouts and hoots 
arose from white students. 

The Negroes, unescorted, took 
a sidewalk leading to their left 
and headed for a side entrance. 
When the white students no- 
ticed this, the jeering grew in 
volume and there were cries of 
“chicken!” (coward) However, 
the Negroes got into the school 
without any disorder. 

Mrs. L. C. Bates, state presi- 
dent of the Natiorial Association 
for the Advancement of Color- 
ed People, said Tuesday that the 
nine Negroes were subjected 
inside the school to what she 
described as organized intimida- 
tion by the white students. Mrs. 
Bates said objects were thrown 
at the Negroes by the other 
students. 

This troubled city faced con- 
tinuing struggle Wednesday in 
its racial integration dispute 
after the most promising com- 
promise yet devised collapsed 
Tuesday night, 

Reaction in this southern 
city to President Eisenhower’s 
offer of compromise and his sub- 
sequent announcement — that 
Federal troops would remain 
varied widely.

“The Prince’ and the Show 
Girl,” Laurence Olivier’s. film 
adaptation of his own stage 
role, “The Sleeping Prince”’— 
opening this Saturday at Hibi- 
ya Theater—is a distinguished 
comedy, and the first non- 
Shakespearean . film he has 
produced and directed. Terence 
Rattigan who wrote the origi- 
nal play made his own film ver- 
sion and both mén show more 
passionate allegiance to the 
stage than to the film. 

It was perhaps fortunate for 


this film version that its over- 


all effect is more stagey than 
cinematic—that it emphasizes 
individual performances rather 
than its rather thin story line. 
For the focal point of interest 
is a combination of two ex- 
tremely contrasting personali- 
ties and talents. The much- 
ublicized Laurence Olivier- 

arilyn Monroe team has turn- 
ed out to be a genuine success 
and extremely well-organized 
craftsmanship. ' 

“The Prince and the Show 


Girl” is strictly a performers’ 


show—a show which leaves its 
material to the dramatic re 
source of the performers. In 
this respect, Olivier gives uner- 
ring direction, particularly in 
bringin; out the best of Mon- 
roe’s charm. In the role of an 
unsophisticated chorus _ girl 
born in the American .Mid- 
West, playing her modest part 


- in a musical. comedy troupe 


late in the Edwardian days, 
Marilyn Monroe is a picture of 
sweetness and wide-eyed spon- 
taneity; her cameo beauty and 
not-so-dumb innocence is used 
in mirthful contrast to Olivier’s 
role of a pompous, monocied 
aristocrat. 

Sir Laurence’s Grand Duke, 
nicknamed “The Fox of Bal- 
kan,” finds himself in quite a 
predicament when he tries to 
divert himself by inviting the 
little American chorus girl he 


sees in a London theater. It:is 
the night before the coronation 
of George V for which he has 
come as a royal emissary of a 
small but strategically impor- 
tant Balkan state. He finds her 
seductive but not so easily sedu- 
cible, wide-eyed but not’ so 
easily to be cowed by his royal 
arrogance. His is the disgrace- 
ful and rather unusual lot of a 
prince plainly turned down by 
his Cinderella, though he man- 
ages to collect enough wits and 
dignity about him to get up and 
point angrily to the door. 

The supper-for-two. upstairs 
scene is probably the funniest 
of the show, showing both play- 
ers to advantage. 

Olivier’s firmly controlled 
technique is sheer delight to 
watch, stylized and telling in 
every detail, comically stiff, yet 
not too stiff to take in a faint 
note of melancholy in the final 
departing scene. 

Two important players assist 
the comedy with their seasoned 
experience—Sibyl Thorndike as 
the slightly confused, good- 
hearted Queen Dowager and 
Richard Wattis as the protocol 
officer of the British Foreign 
Office waiting on his guttural 
Teutonic charge. The pomp and 
spectacle of the coronation cere- 
mony is woven skilfully into the 
film as seen through the eyes of 
our Cinderella.

To counter such a tendency, 
Hagiwara said, those countries 
which are in ample possession 
of dollars should invest their 
private funds overseas, aid un- 
derdeyeloped nations and ac- 
celerate imports. 


It ‘will be also necessary for 
various nations to hold confer- 
ences and negotiations with the 
purpose of expanding world 
trade, he said.

‘ternational trade organization 

’ ghould be set up at the earliest 
_ possible date. 


Hagiwara emphasized that 
world trade should be keyed to 
free competition. 


He also stressed the need to 
‘eliminate the exclusiveness of 
such multilateral agreements as 
the Customs Union and the 
Common Market. 


Cutlery Plagiarism 
Being Investigated

Japan’s Foreign Office said 
yesterday it is investigating 
compiaints that the Japanese 
cutlery industry is turning out 
plagiarised versions of a Dan- 
ish tableware design, 


A ministry spokesman said 
the investigation was begun on 
request by the Danish Legation. 

A Copenhagen newspaper re- 
port earlier yesterday said the 
Universal Steel Co. of Denmark 
charges an unidentified Japanese 
firm with copying a Danish 
knife, fork and spoon, and ad- 
vertising them as “Copenhagen 
design” in the New York Times. 


“If this is true, then it is a 
responsible firm that has done 
the plagiarising,” said a spokes- 
man for the Japan Sundry 
Goods Export Association. “Only 
such a firm would be in a posi- 
tion to advertise in a New York 
paper,” he said.. ~° 

The association rcpresents 
some 70 tableware suppliers. 
The spokesman declined further 
comment on the design thett 
issue “until we get a full, de- 
tailed account.” 

The Danish Legation in To- 
kyo declined to discuss the case, 
saying it would be settled 
“quietly and amicably.” It re- 
fused to name the Japanese firm 
about which the protest was 
lodged. 

A legation secretary said it 
had taken up the matter “two or 
three months ago” with Japa- 
nese officials, but so far had 
received no report.

Tokyo is becoming “forecast” 
conscious.

Information covered such 
items as sales, inventories, raw 
materials, plant and equipment 
investments, sales credits, bank 
borrowings, employment, sale 
and purchase prices, rate of 
cash in total sales, etc. The sta- 
tistics are on a quarterly basis, 
comparing the rise or fall with 
the previous quarter and also 
indicating future intentions, 

The general conclusion drawn 
from the first survey is that

cal year (Oct-Dec.) is definitely 
downward, following the side- 
wise-to-leveling-off trend during 
the previous quarter. Dips are 
seen for plant and equipment 
investments, inventory invest- 
ments, sales and prices. In 
other words, tight money ef- 
fects will hit the wholesale 
dealers quite hard. This out- 
look coincides generally with 
the forecasts of most econo- 
mists. 


Pitfalls Recognized 

Although the value of ac- 
curate business forecasting is 
recognized, it should be recall- 
ed that there are pitfalls to any 
type of business prognosis. 

1. Degree of accuracy may 
not be high enough, or the 
margin of error may be too 
high. 

2. Statistics in themselves 
may not lie, but those who 
figure them may do so. 

3. Besides money and goods, 
psychology of consumers and 
producers must be studied and 
indexed—a difficult thing to do. 

4. Unpredictable internation- 
al business trends. 

5. Other numerous intangi- 
bles. 

Moreover, wide 
business forecasts by the very 
makers of monetary policy 
mighg be used in @ speculative 
manner and hence destroy its 
intended purpose, It may be 
wiser to make policy but be 
silent as to the whys and where- 
fores. 

In the meantime speculation 
is rife as to the future of the 
tight money policy, as to whe- 
ther it will be pushed through 
to a successful conclusion, 
Doubts are from domestic as 
well as Overseas sources. 


Tight Money Effects 
Business trends indicate that 
tight money effects are current- 
ly seeping from the first to the 
second stage as mentioned be- 


low:

1. Effects wholesale 
dealers’ level as inventory cuts, 
wholesale price dips and dull 
commodity markets, 

2. Effects at the producers’ 
level as increase in producers’ 
finished goods inventory, lead- 
ing to production cuts. 

3. Final effects on the 
balance of payments, causing it 
to achieve a stable balance, The 
chain reactions include squeeze 
in production and investment 
causing personal income and 
consumption to dip; this dip in 
effective home demand causing 
imports to dip and exports to 
rise. 

However, a lull has just set 
in, influenced by quiet passing 
of the forewarned “August 
crisis,” anticipated easing of 
the money market and balanc- 
ing of the external accourts at 
the L/C level, 

It remains to be seen whether 
the fiscal and monetary man- 
agers Will stick to the final 
stage or give way at the half-

Opposition to Japan’s election appears to have come 
mainly from the Communist bloc, and the Soviet delega- 
tion afterward expressed its chagrin by declaring that. 


the decision was in open violation of the Charter of the . 


United Nations and the London agreement. The Charter 
certainly refers to the paying of regard in the election to 


“equitable geographical distribution” 


of nonpermanent 


members, but only in such general terms as to leave the 


decision up to the General Assembly. 


The London agree- 


ment of 1946, which allocated one seat to Eastern Europe, 
must be interpreted to hold good only for that year’s 
election. ‘Since then, with the admission of new members, 
the situation has materially changed. Had Japan not 
been elected on this occasion, Asia’s only representative 
on the Security Council would have been Nationalist China. 


It has long been widely 


felt that some reorganization 


of the Security Council may be desirable, but the chief 
opponent to any change in the present Charter’s provisions 
has been Soviet: Russia which habitually meets any sugges- 
tion with a blanket demand for the admission of Red 
China, Mongolia, etc., in the first place. | 

The Security Council has at present 11 members, and 
in some quarters it has been suggested that the enlarged 
membership of the United Nations should lead to an en- 


largement of the Council. 


There may be something in 


this plea, but the fact that the Council may be called upon 
to act rapidly in an emergency suggests that too large a 
body might prove a hindrance rather than a help. The 
possession of veto powers by the five permanent mem- 
bers has also been criticized—chiefly because it has been 
used by Soviet Russia so frequently for its own ends. 

But whatever the future may bring about, Japan’s 
election to the Security Council has*met with the hearty 
acclamation of the Free World, and the fact that this 
country is daily becoming more influential in global affairs 


should serve to strengthen 


the authority of the United 


Nations of which it is a loyal member.

The bulk of Japan’s Air Force 
is formed by F86F Saberjets at 
present, A Saberjet pilot, who 
is a veteran of World War U, 
called his plane “a monster of 
the 20th ccntury,” comparing it 
with the World War II planes 
he flew, in a magazine article. 

Saberjets, however, are 
coming quickly obsolescent, The 
Defense Agency is now planning 
domestic production of super 
sonic fighters, such as the F100 
or F104, that should be an effec- 
tive tool of self-defense. Under 
the warrenouncing Constitu- 
tion, Japan’s air might is strict- 
ly geared to self-deferse. 

Some of the planes owned by 
the Air Self-Defense Force have 
been supplied as finished prod- 
ucts’ by the United States 
under the Mutual Defense As- 
sistance Agreement (MSA). The 
same agreement also provides 
for the supply of parts and 
materials for production of 
planes in Japan. Domestic pro- 
duction of airplanes is desirable 
in that Japan can thus acquire 
independent capability for main- 
tenance and “-roduction of parts. 


Assembly in Japan 

In order to implement the 
MSA agreement, Japan and the 
United Siates have concluded 
agreements for assembly of jet 
planes in Japan. Under the 
second jet-plane production 
agreement, Japan will -produce 
110 F86Fs and T33As in the 
period between July 1957 and 
June 1958. The parts will be 
supplied by the United States 
up to 47 per cent of tne total 
value of the planes to be pro- 
duced, 

The six-year defense plar en- 
visages an air force of 1,300 
planes by the end of 1962, or 
two years after the target year 
for the ground force. It re 
mains to be seen what part of 
this target number will be fill- 
ed by 100 per cent Javan-made 
planes. But the Defense Agen- 
ey authorities are trying to en- 
courage domestic production of 
planes, in anticipation of tap- 
ering-off of the arms supply un- 
der the MSA agreement, 

Made by Mitsubishi 

The Saberjets are being pro- 
duced by the Mitsubishi Heavy 
Industries, Reorganized, Ltd. 
As mentioned above, the com- 
pany will deliver 100 of them 
under the second Japan-U.S. 
agreement. Of this total, 33 
planes will be supplied by the 
U.S. in the form of either parts 
or material. The rest will be 
100 per cent domestically pro- 
duced.

Columbus’ Journey 
To the Editor: 

Last Sunday, Sept. 15, I read 
an article in your newspaper 
on “Columbus’ Log Book in To- 
kyo?”, I do not quite agree with 
some of the opinions there ex- 
pressed. 

The departure date of Colum- 
bus and his party cannot be 
Feb. 12, 1493, since it was im- 
possible, even under the best 
sea conditions to cover the dis- 
tance between Cuba and Lis- 
bon. (3,500 miles) in 14 days, 
much less than-half the time 
spent on the journey from Pa- 
los to the Bahamas (3,200 miles; 
42 days). We know that Colum- 
bus stayed in the Azores from 
the 18th to 24th of February, 
and arrived in Lisbon on March 
4, 


In July 1957 Skipper Charles 
Uliman covered a distance of 
2,407 miles (Los Angeles-Hono- 
lulu) in 11 days; the wind was 
fair, and the 650-ft. sloop 
“Legend” is much faster than 
the i15-century carvel “Nina”, 
which brought Columbus back 
to Europe. While Ullman’s 
time (11 days 41 minutes) 
stands as a record even for this 
century, Columbus would seem- 
ingly have covered the distance

Problems of Choice, Maker Involyed in Domestic Output of Jet Fighters 


from 100 like F100, F102 and 
F10s.

The Defense Agency is ex- 
pected to choose one of the 
above three this month. The 
choice between the F100 and 
F104 is being hotly contested 
ie, two makers—Mitsubishi and 

awasaki—who are expected to 
undertake the production orice 
the selection is made. The De- 
fense Agency sent a survey team 
to the U.S. one month ago to 
study the merits and demerits 
of various designs in the Cen- 
tury series. The survey team’s 
findings have already been sub- 
mitted for the consideration of 
the authorities concerned. 

Can Utilize Technique 

The F100 is a plane designed 
by North American Aviation, 
Ine., which also makes F86s. 
Mitsubishi stresses the fact that 
technique, manpower and facil- 
ities for the production of Saber- 
jets can be fully utilized for the 
roduction of F100s. Mitsubishi 
claims that North American will 
supply gratis $29 million worth 
of surplus tools now in its pos- 
session, 

A Japanese veteran of World 
War II says he needed one and 
a half years to fly the F86F. But 
after acquiring the skill to fly 
the F86F, it is comparatively 


easy to handle the F100. The: 


situation is the same with the 
maintenance crew. 

The F104. is, however, newer 
in design and can fiy faster and 
higher. Kawasaki stresses that 
the F104 is the very best. and 
that the F100 might become ob- 
solescent like the F86F. When 
Mitsubishi says the F104 is still 
in the experimental stage, Ka- 
wasaki counters by saying the 
U.S. would produce more F100s 
if it is really so good. 

A comparison of the two 
planes, however, is impossible, 
without tactical considerations. 
For the F104 is & local fighter, 
while the F100 is a large-sized 
fighter. The F100 has a longer 
range. This plane can fly out 
to the ocean to search or am- 
buscade the enemy. As Japan 
has no advance radar posits, 
this type of plane might be 
necessary to protect Japan 
from attack. 

Difficult Choice . 

On the other hand the F10 
can go higher to _ intercept 


bombers that might invade Ja- & 


pan at high altitude. For that 
purpose, the F100 uses air-to- 
air guided missiles, like the 
Sidewinder. If the. guided 
missiles are really good enough, 
then ground-to-air missiles 
might replace local fighters al- 
together. If not, however, local 
fighters will be quite important. 

Thus, the problem involves 
complicated technical and 
tactical considerations. Which- 
ever of the two may be 
chosen, supersonic fighters 
are costly. And they will 
be ultimately bought with 
the taxpayers’ money. After 
the choice is made, it will take 
about two years to start produc- 
tion. Then, the new planes 
will be the mainstay of Japan’s 
air defense. Though the 
technical language of specialists 
may be beyond their ken, 
ordinary taxpayers have the 
right to demand that the 
quarters concerned should 
make the decision in full realiza- 
tion of the responsibilities in- 
volved.

Broom Charm 


Hoki or brooms are the most 
indispensable household item ‘in 
Japan, as Japanese rooms have 
to, be swept clean every morn- 
ing, and often many more times. 
Osoji or house sweeping is a 
task that Japanese housewives 
must perform daily. Thus many 
different kinds made of straw, 
bamboo end other fibers are 


used, | 
For gardens there are bam- 
boo rakes and bpooms made of 


_ bamboo. branches. or hoki-gusa, 


a kind of goosefoot that grows 
about three feet high with 
many branches and cultivated 
particularly to make hoki. 


Room brooms are made of 
softer fibers, mostly straw, par- 
ticularly of millets. The daily 
use of brooms also created the 
habit of putting them to other 
purposes than to cleaning. 


When a visitor is unwelcome 
or overstays his welcome, a 
broom is rested against the wall 
with the handle on the floor, un- 
known to him. It is. believed 
it has charm to drive him 
away quickly. In many places, 
it is thought to bring bad luck 
if one steps on or walks over a 
broom. , 


If one shoulders a broom, 
there will be rainfall soon, it is 
believed in Nagano district. 

The most widely believed 
tradition is that the kami of 
hoki is also the kami of) child- 
birth. When a broom is passed 
ently over a mother with 
child, she will have an, easy 
delivery, it is said.

Government-Sohyo Confrontation .

Several months ago an Asahi 
Shimbun editorialist caustically 
remarked that the content of 
the Liberal-Democratic Party's 
(government ruling _. party) 
labor policy was distinguished 
by an emphasis on police 
methods or public security 
measures rather than a com- 
prehensive outlook, 


It is this government: policy 
that is the source of much of 
the unsettled and ever-worgen- 
ing state of labor relations. 

While much newsprint is 
being expended on “news- 
worthy” aspects of the current 
autumn labor offensive, few 
commentators and journalists 
are viewing the Sohyo-govern- 
ment confrontation within the 
larger framework that it merits. 

Is it possible for a strong de- 
labor movement. to 
survive? Can management be 
reconciled to an equal-to-equal 
type of collective bargaining? 
How far back to prewar prac- 
tices do they intend to revert? 


In prewar Japan unionism 
was weak and ineffective. Con- 
fronted by an atmosphere of 
strong employer opposition and 
government repression, it was 
impossible for unionism to 
flourish. Many surviving pre- 
war union leaders can personal- 
ly attest to police intimidation, 
imprisonments, blacklistings, 
etc. 


With the defeat and the oc- 
cupation, the Japanese labor 
movement was rescucitated by 
order of SCAP and, overnight, 
became an imposing mass move- 
were or- 
ganized everywhere and accord- 
ed powers and rights that were 
attained by unions in other 
countries only through a long 
period of sacrifice and struggle. 


Among  pro-labor elements 
in SCAP it was felt that when 
they were no longer present to 
protect the unions and enforce 
legislation, management and 
conservative government lead- 
ers would attempt to turn the 
clock back: Therefore SCAP, 
at least during the early occu- 
pation period, was particularly 
liberal in its encouragement of 
labor organization so as to give 
the unions a “head start.” 


To government and industrial 
executives this sweeping trans- 
formation in labor-management 
relations came as a shock. Ever 
since they have been biding 
their time, awaiting an oppor- 
tuhity to “readjust” labor-man- 
agement power relations. Cur-

USSR Plans Step Into Space

WASHINGTON (AP)—Rus- 
sian plans for stepping into 
outer space are due to be un- 
veiled this week. 

Soviet scientists are expected 
to announce, officially, the eager- 
ly awaited details of how and 
when they will send baby moons 
circling the earth during the in- 
ternational geophysical year 
(IGY). 

American scientists long ago 
disclosed the where, when and 
how for U.S. moons. The occa- 
sion this week is an IGY confer- 
ence here on satellites and’ 


rockets for exploring the upper. 


air.

Both the United States and 
Russia plan to launch artificial — 


They 
will be man’s first toe-step into 
the mysterious realms of outer 
space, 

These space messengers can 
tell how hot or cold or empty 
space is, how much. it is clut- 
tered with bullet-speed meteors 
or invisible cosmic rays, how 
intense the sun’s x-rays and 
other radiations are high above 
the earth’s protecting blanket of 
air, 


Officially, the Soviet IGY com- 
mittee has said very little about 
its moon plans. They did say 
their moons would be launched 
so as to circle the earth on a 
nearly pole-to-pole path. 


The U.S. moons, fired from 
Florida, will speed around the 
earth at 18,000 miles an hour 
in a path criss-crossing the equa- 
tor. Big threestage rockets 
will carry the 20-inch ‘ metal 
spheres, packed with instru- 
ments, into the orbit. 

Soviet Radio and newspaper 
reports have indicated the Rus- 
sian moons might be about the

Nikkyoso members are mostly 
supporters of the Socialist Party 
and in a general election these 
teachers could influence millions 
of parents of school children, 
Repressive moves against Nik- 
kyoso have a special political 
significance for the  Liberal- 
Democrats. 

Since two-thirds of Sohyo’s-3 
million members are govern- 
ment and public enterprise em- 
ploves, it is obvious that the 
objective of current govern- 
ment moves is designed. to 
bring about the eventual» de- 
struction of Sohyo. 

Another goal of government 
labor policy is to bring about 
an extensive reduction in the 
influence and strength of. its 
major parliamentary opposition 
—the Socialist Party. 

Whatever hopes exist for-a 
democratic evolution of the 
political structure of the coun- 
try is predicated on the pre 
servation of the present two- 
party system. The Socialist 
Party depends largely on labor 
organizations such as Zenro 
and Sohyo for major financial, 
organizational and political sup- 
port. One has merely to note 
the important number of union 
members who are Socialist Diet 
members and councillors in 
order to obtain an idea of their 
importance. Without this vital 
aid it could not serve as an 
effective political force. 

By striking at Labor through 
the anti-Sohyo campaign, the 
Kishi Government intends to 
reduce the growing Socialist 
strength throughout the coun-
